There was u very peculiar wreck 
this morning on the Northern P a ­ 
cific right in the Brainerd yards in 
broad day light, between M. Ac I. 
engine No. bt and the switch engine 
in the yards, and the wonder of those 
who were at the scene shortly after 
the wreck happened, is how it could 
have been possible for the trainmen 
ta escape injury as they did. 
Engineer Stilling** was on the M. 


& I. engine and Engineer Avery on 
the switch. 
It nee rn a that the switch 
engine was on track No. 3 header! 
for tin* east end of the yards and 
expected to clear the switch directly 
in front of the passenger depot, be­ 
fore the M. & 
I. 
train which was 
pulling in from the east with a big 
load of logs could reach them. 
The 
logging train was pulling in a*, a 
rather rapid [lace and was to be turn­ 
ed in on the switch from track No. 2 
to track No. 3, directly in front 
of 
the depot. 
Engineer Avery saw the danger of 
the two trains canning together and

load of logs could reach them. 
The 
logging train was 
pulling in at .• 
rather rapid pace and was to be turn­ 
ed in on the switch from track No. 2 
to track No. 3, directly in 
front 
of 
the depot. 
Engineer A very saw the danger of 
the two trains coming together and 
it is understood did his best to clear 
No. 10, going down the 
pike a* 
a 
high rate of speed. 
A s it was 
both engines sort of 
locked arms and the resuu can be 
readily imagined. 
The cylinders of 
both engines were completely de­ 
molished, the driving rods bent and 
distorted and 
the switch 
engine 
was rendered an almost total wreck. 
She plunged along on the track for 
aoout three or four car lengths and 
finally jumped, plunging into a string 
of box cars. 
The M. At I. engine was not so bad­
